So I think that not everybody should 
be 'seen' ttvough the eyes of punk/hardcore I personally believe that everyone is tree and 
entitled to do what they vrani It's their freedom of choice but if you claim to be punk or hardcore, 
please check your ethics . © There is no definite solution to it, it's a matter of choice and 
declaring your sincerity and honesty about what you do and towards the scene in general.

Unity is for UMNO members...© but if you don't join other kids only because they listen 
to other music, 1 think that is very childish, shaltow and to a p«nt STUPID. 

9) Some of us sUll believe that punk rock is based on 3 chords guitar and mwk sound, 
like moet of the kids ara still In the SCTs, and TVa, when somebody wants to craats an 
evolution for punk rock, ttiay say It Is not punk roclt.(TMs tMng only happen In 
Malaysia), how can you see punk rock In the SCs? 

We got to see punk/hardcore from a wide perspective. For the last 20 years or so, punk has 
evolved into different musical mutations but 'ihe ideals and ethics pretty much remain the same 
Liking 3 chords, 70's and 80's punk is your own personal taste and you're entitled to listen to 
whatever you like txjt saying punk cannot avolve is (to me) not right t)ecause punk in itself 
represents evolution and change, if not (trying to achieve) revolution. If we deny change (in its 
musical direction), ifs like saying punk is a system that has its own njles and law. Isn't punk 
about freedom and resisting/challenging the system? Don't get me wrong, we have some 
guidelines to it in the form of ethics, not rules Punk in the 90's, I'll say it will keap on evolving. . 
We've witnessed that punWhardcma in tlie 90's has beooms more aware and concerned 
towards the betterment of the world.

Our scene will have access to hard-to-find punk/htrrdcore at the right prices To me, this is a 
very noble effort In the earlier days, we talked abocjt DIY t>ut never actually practiced it though 
it(DIY) lingered' on my mind around 93/94 after being inspired by articles in Maximum Rock N 
Roll. Punk Planet and a paitkxilar artkda by Chris BCT in Koeknjnd zine and also by an in-depth 
interview wHh Ian Mad^ aboiri FUQAZI and Dischord Records in whksh publiaiion I forgot. At 
that time we don't have the capital (silly excuse ®) but UM is mnOOm story... in short this 
development is fvxking great! In »» future we must be aware and conscious not to Wl into ttie 
trap of consumerism when everything Is easily available wtiare the human nature of taking things 
for granted and approcieting it less takes hold There's the possibility of »ie downside to H , lets all 
Jogether prevent it from spoilino a good thing in our s c ene..
